DEADLY DUEL. 


THREE KENTUCKIANS QUARREL AXED FIGHT FOR

Postmaster-General Wanamaker’s Name 

Appears on a Keystone Stock Certifi- 

cate—A Nebraska Bank’s Doors Closed 

To-Day—Cashier Horner’s Shortage— 
Failures and Defaleations. — 


PHILADELPHIA, June 27.—Still another nest - 
egg Of ex-City Treasurer Bardsley has been 
found. It is $30,000. The first, it will be re- 
membered, consisted of $100,000 in stock in 
the hands of the Farmers and Mechanics’ 
Bank. In the course ofthe investigation of 
the affairs of Bardsley in connection with 
Glendenning & Co., the law 
learned that the bankers, who were deposi- 
tors in the Fourth Street National Bank, had 
on May 22 received a clearing-house due Dill 
from that institution for $80,257.58. This bill 
was not paid the next day, as was cus- 
tomary, and when City Solicitor Warwick 
learned this he asked the bank to notify him 
when it was presented for payment. About 
ten days ago it was presented by the runner 
ofthe City Trust Co. of 927 Chestnut street, 
who asked that the due bill be made payable 
to their order, instead of Glendenning & Co. 
This was refused, and City Solicitor Warwick, 
when notified, consulted the officials of the 
trust company, and the result of his investi- 
gation brought out these facts: Glendenning 
& Co. were depositors in the Fourth Street 
National Bank. 

On the 22d of May of this year they deposited 
a check in the Fourth Street National Bank of 
$30,257.58. The check was drawn to the order 
of themselves and was honored by the Fourth 
Street National Bank in the giving of a clear- 
ing-house due bill for the said amount. 

About the second week of the present 
month the runner or messenger of the City 
Trust, Safe Deposit & Surety Co. presented 
the due bill to the cashier of the Fourth Street 
National Bank and requested that a due bill 
forthe same amount be drawn in -favor of 
City Trust, Safe Deposit & Surety Co. From 
the officials of that company it was learned 
that a relative of Mr. Bardsley's called at the 
Trust company’s building and told one of the 
officers of the company that the due bill was 
the property of Mr. Bardsley; that it was his 
own money and not public money, and she 
desired to have it transferred in this way to 
the Trust Co. 

Upon this representation the Trust com- 
pany gave the due bill to their runner, who 
presented it to the Fourth Street National 
Bank in the course ot that day and made the 
request above referred to. The Fourth Street 
National Rank refusedto make the tranfer 
as not being in accordance with banking cus- 
toms. 

An injunction has been granted restraining 
the Fourth Street Nationa) Bank from paying 
the due bill, and that Bardsley, Mrs. Bards- 
ley or Miss Tatham be restrained from ne- 
gotiating itand compelling them to transfer 
it to the city authorities. Itis also asked 
that Glendenning & Co. be compelled to ex- 
Plain the transactions which led to Bardsley 
getting the dus bill.

Charles Alcock of Carondelet Takes an 
Overdose of Morphine. 


HE Is SAID TO HAVE FOUGHT AGAINST 
ATTEMPTS TO REVIVE HIM. 


A Well-Known Young Man in the South 
End Grows Despondent Through the 
Loss of His Position and Tries to End 
His Life—Daily Budget of News From 
Carondelet. 


Charles Aicock, a young man not over 21 

ars of age, widely known in Carondelet, 

here he has moved in good society for the 
past several years, took an overdose 
‘of morphine between 2and 8 o’clock yester- 

ay afternoon,- and only the united 
exertions of. Dr. R. ©. Volker and 
others saved his life. The matter 
wal kept quiet until this morning, when it 
got out and soon became thegopic of conver - 
‘sation in many places in the th End. Mr. 
Alcock and his friends deny that the poison 

vas taken with suicidal intent, though one 
wf the men that helped to save him insists 
that it was. Young ck lives 
with the family of Principal 
William P. Evans of the Carondelet School. 
The residence is at 7119 Michigan avenue, the 
most fashionable residence street in that 
section of the city. 

The young man took the poison shortly 
after 2 0’clock yesterday afternoon, and as it 
was a big dose it made him deadly sick. 
Dr. Volker, who resides“ next door 
was hurriedly calledin and remained with 
the patient until late in the afternoon. 

FIGHTING THE POISON. 

When he came in he noticed the empty box 
lying on the floor, and without los- 
ing any time got a stomach pump 
m operation. Other means for combating 
the effects of the poison were also employed 
und at 6 o’clock the young man was pro- 

ounced out of danger. 

Dr. Volker, speaking of the case this 
morning, said: ‘‘I was called in to ex- 
amine the young man about 2:30 o’clock. 
I found he was quite ill.e I saw a box lying 
on the floor and asked him what it had con- 
tained and he answered, morphine and that 
he had taken it all. I immediately applied 
the stomach pump and had him to throw off 
the poison and then had him to walk up 
and down and in the meantime gave him 
mecessary antidotes. After working several 
hours I succeeded in getting him out of dan- 
ger. Dr. Volker did not think the young 
man tock the poison with the intention of 
committing suicide. 

Fritz Engleboon, a plasterer, who was in 
the house at the time, said this mern- 
ing that it was unmistakably an at- 
tempt at self-destruction, While 
"ote give one of the rooms, he said, ‘‘I 

eard the screams and saw the boy on the 
bed suffering fearfully. Some one ran over 
for Dr. Walker and when he came to the 
house I assisted him in holding the patient

THE DEPARTMENT FORCES AT THE CITY 
HALL TO BE REORGANIZED. 


The True Meaning of Maj. Murphy’s Or- 
der—What the Charter Says as to the 
Necessary Qualifications for Oity Offi- 
cers—Oity Hall News. 


There was a good deal of talk about the 
City Hall to-day over the instructions of Maj. 
Murphy, the Street Commissioner, to Mr. 
Duffy, the Superintendent, about the exclu- 
sion of unnaturalized citizens fromthe de- 
partment and the enforcement of the regis- 
tration laws. One of the city officials in 
speaking of the matter to-day said: ‘‘Maj. 
Mnrphy’s orders can onlv apply to but a few 
of the men in his department. These memo- 
randums of charter provisions wil} indicate 
just how far the law about elected or ap- 
pointed officers willapply.’’ The gentleman 
then furnished the following memorandums: 

Charter—Art. 4, Sec. 10—Qualifications of officer— 
Must be citizens of the United States and of St. 
Louis for two years and read and write the English 
anguage. 

0 arter—Art. 9, Sec. 43—Defines ‘‘officers’’—All 
persons holding any situation under city govern- 
ment or its departments with ap annual salary, or for 
a definite term of office. 


Revised ordinance—Chap. 32, Sec. 1356—Fixes 
maximum pay draftsmen at $75. , 


The last provision shows why the foreign 
element gets into the draughtsmen's depart- 
ment. The pay isso very small that only 
foreigners not well acquainted with the 
language canafford to work for such small 
pay, and they only accept the positions for 
such time as they may qualify for work on 
railroads or the architects’ offices where the 
pay is seldom less than $150a month. Right 
on the heels of the order to make every 
man in the department a qualified 
voter, comes the announcement that 
Supt. George Cunningham of the Central 
District had been discharged. This was 
foretold in the Post-DISPATCH some days 
ago and was not unexpected. The department 
employes are now wondering who will be the 
next victim as they now believe that all 
those notin touch withthe administration 
must go.

ARMORY BURNED. 


The Building of the New York Seventy- 
First Regiment Destroyed. 


NEw Tonk, June 27,—The Seventy-first Reg- 
iment Armory here was completely gutted by 
an early morning fire. The estimated loss is 
$100,000. The roof was burned and only the 
grim, besmoked walls were left standing, 
The regiment losés everything. The big blaze 
lit up the upper part of Broadway for several 
hours. It was 5:30 0’clock before the firemen 
succeeded in getting the fire under control. 
Just where the fire started cannot for the 
present be definitely ascertained. 

There was a high wind blowing at the time, 
It so fanned the flames that they made their 
appearance at all the windows on Bros dway, 
and in a short space of time the whole struct- 
ure was a mass of seething flames. The awn- 
ing of the Barrett House, a block away, 
caught fire from the flying sparks. For a time 
the guests in the hotel were much exercised. 

There are a number of dwellings in the 
vicinity of the armory, the occupants of 
which were for a time terror-stricken. They 
left their apartments and did not return un- 
til the fire was under control. 

The members of the regiment had 300 uni- 
forms and their arms in the armory, all of 
which were lost. There were twenty bores 
ofammunitionin the armory, all of which 
were saved. 

The stores leased from the armory were of 
a miscellaneous character; cafes, real estate 
agents, oyster shops, cigar stores. Their in- 
dividual losses are comparatively small. 
G. Morgan, dealerin fine furniture, estimates 
his loss at $20,000. The regiment’s loss, to- 
gether with that of the occupants, is placed 
at $50,000, while the building, owned by 
Robert T. Ford, is figured at $50,000. The 
losses are partly covered by insurance.

LOUIS TO-DAY. 


It Covers All the Property of the Company 
—The Mercantile Trust Co. of New York 
Trustees for the Stockholders—The 
Bonded Indebtedness Secured. 


The St. Louis & San Francisco Railway Co. 
this morning filed in the office of Recorder of 
Deeds a mortgage covering all the property 
of the company, the amount of the mortgage 
being for $50,000,000, and the mortgagees the 
Mercantile Trust Co. of New York in 
trust for the bondholders. The instru- 
ment is dated October, 189, and was 
for 100 years, or to October, 1990, the rate of 
interest being specified as 4 percent. It cov- 
ers the entire property of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railway Oo. in all the States and 
Territories through which the road runs, and 
all auxiliary roads and feeders owned 
by the St. Louls & San Francisco, 
the itemized list of property bound by the 
mortgage being given in detail. A similar 
mortgage has already been fled at other 
points and the list has been pre- 
viously published at full length. The 
object of the mortgage 18 to 
secure the bonded indebtedness of $50,000,000, 
the issue of which was authorized at a recent 
meeting of stockholders. The document filed 
to-day was signed by the Presi tof the 
St. Louis & San Francisco Railway Co. and 
the President of the Mercantile Trust Co, of 
New York. 

General Attorney C. D. Kenna ofthe St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railway Co. was seen 
at his office following the placing on record 
of the $50,000,000 mortgage. He said: 

The filing of the mortgage in St. Louis to- 
day is the last act of prepara- 
tion for the issuing of the 380, 000, 000 
bonded indebtedness on the road. This 
was the last pointon the roadat which the 
mortgage was placed on record. It covers 
every stick and stone and piece of property 
ofany description belonging tothe Frisco 
road. It is simply following up the course 
agreed upon dy the stockholders some 
time ago, but delayed by the injunction 
proceedings of first preferred stockholders 
begun in the United States Courts in this city. 
Following the refusal of the Court to issue an 
injunction, the ’Frisco stockholders met and 
then duly authorized the increase of the cap- 
ital stock and the creating of a bonded 
indebtedness of $50,000,000. That's all there 
is to the filing of the $50,000,000 mortgage with 
the St. Louis Recorder of Deedsto-day. The 
rate of interest is specified at 4 per cent, and 
the bonds will be issued at once with 
the Mercantile Trust Co. of New York as the 
bond trustees.

women. It is a curious expression, but en- 
Ughtens us as to the liberty which even so 
great an authority takes with our common 
language. There is no doubt of the fact that 
the pony phaeton and the pair of ponies are 
becoming a great necessity to an energetic 
woman. The ‘‘littie pony and the Ralli 
cart as a ladies’ pastime is a familiar figure 
at Newport in the season, at a thousand 
country places, and at the seaside, in our 
own Central Park and all through the West 
and South. 

It has been much more the custom for 
ladies in the West and South to drive them- 
selves than for thoseat the North; conse- 
quently they drive better. Only those who 
know how to drive well ought ever to drive, 
for they not only endanger their own lives, 
but a dozen lives beside.

The four couples perform atour de 
valse, then form as fora quadrille; the next 
four couples in order take positions behind 
the first four couples, each of the latter 
couples facingthe sameas the couples in 
front. Ata signal from the leader the ladies 
of the inner couples cross right hands, move 
entirely round and turn into places by giving 
left hands to their partners. At the same 
time the outer couples waltz half round to 
opposite places. At another signal the inner 
couples waltz entirely round and finish facing 
outward. At the same time the outer couples 
chasse croise and turn at corners with right 
hands, then dechasse and turn partners with 
left hands. Valse generale with vis a vis. 

**Le Cavalier Trompe’’ is another favorite 
figure. Fiveor six couples perform a ‘‘tour 
Ge valse. They afterwards place them 
selves in ranks of two, one couple behind the 
other. The lady of the first gentleman leaves 
him and seeks a gentieman of another col- 
umn. While this is going on the first gentie- 
man must not look behind him. The first 
lady and the gentleman whom she has se- 
lected separate and advance on tip-toe on 
each side of the column in order to deceive 
the gentleman at the head and endeavor to 
join each other fora waltz. Ifthe first gen- 
tleman is fortunate enough to seize his lady 
he leads off in a waltz; if not he must remain 
at his post until he is able to take a lady. 
The last gentleman remaining dances with 
the last lady. 

A very pretty figure and easily gotten up is 
alled Les Drapeaus. Five or six duplicat

THE TIN-TAX CONTRACT. 

The new tariff in providing for a tax of 
2 2-10 cents (about 70 per cent ad valorem) 
on imported tin plates on and after July 1, 
1891, provides also that tin-plate shall be 
admitted free on and after Oct. 1, 1897,’’ 
if, during either of the six years preceding 
June 30, 1897, the aggregate quantity pro- 
duced in the United States fails to equal 
one-third of the amount imported and 
entered for consumption in any one of the 
six fiscal years specified. 
This plainly sets forth the Republican 
party’s bargain with the galvanized iron 
and granite iromware companies. The 
price of tin-plates and wares was to be 
made 70 per cent higher for their benefit for 
six years, on the condition that they 
should produce one-fourth of the tin-plate 
consumed in each of those six years, and 
the penalty prescribed in the bill for their 
failure to do so is to be the free admission 
of tin-plates at the end of the six years. 

On the basis of last year’s consumption 
this contract calls for the production of 
8,500 tons of American tin-plate annually, 
and just after the tariff act passed last July 
it was announced that six mills would be- 
gin turning out tin-plate immediately. 
But after the lapse of nearly a year, and 
near the date when the 70 per cent tariff 
tax is to be imposed, we find that we are im- 
porting about 50,000 tons more than we did 
last year, and it is loudly asserted that the 
galvanized iron and granite iron ware com- 
panies are not preparing to keep their con- 
tract and do not intend to do so, because 
they think they can have the benefit of the 
70 per cent tax on tin-plate and tin-ware 
for six years without manufacturing any 
tin-plate at all. 

Now they can easily import the skilled 
labor needed to make the required steel- 
plate and totinit. With tariff protection 
amounting to 70 per cent they can not only 
produce and sell tin-plate with profit at 
the enhanced price but by making a com- 
bination with the British tin men and 
agreeing to produce only one-fourth of the 
tin-plate consumedin the United States 
they can put the price even above the high 
tariff mark and greatly enlarge their very 
profitable galvanized iron and granite ware 
market. 

The fact that importers are glutting the 
market with British tinin anticipation of 
the new tariff tax, may account for the de- 
lay on the part of those who have engaged 
to produce one-fourth of the tin-plate con- 
sumed in this country in the 
next six years. We see no reason to 
doubt that it is a profitable contract for 
them, or that Congress will abolish the tin- 
plate tax if they fail to produce the stipu- 
lated quota of American tin-plate during 
the first fiscal year of the new tin-plate 
tax. Their failure would make such a 
glaring fraud of the tax that neither House 
of Congress and no political party would 


dare prolong it. 
—ͤ— . —— 6p — 
ALTHOUGH pig tin is admitted free, and 


will be until July 1, 1893, after which the 
McKinley tariff imposes a protective tax of 
4 cents a pound on imported tin, the own= 
ers of the Temescal Mine in California 
have put seven tons on the market, and say 
they can profitably produce and sell 2,500 
tons a year in free competition with the 
imports from Cornwall, Malacca and Aus- 
tralia. Ifthe present price of the metal 
will pay them well for producing 5, 000 tons 
in the next two years, why should the law 
provide that, after July 1, 1893, the people 
shall pay them an extra profit of 589. 60 per 
ton? As we consume about 15,000 tons a 
year, that tax will make us pay $1,344,000 
more for our tin, merely to add $192,000 a 
year to the already sufficient profits of the 
owners of one mine. By paying them a 
bounty of even 8 cents a pound and leaving 
tin free, we could add twice as much to 
their profits and still save $960,000 in the 
cost of the tin we consume.

Ella Davis, a colored girl, who was em 
ployed at the Bellevilles, testified to the 
treatment Mrs. Belleville had received at the 
hands of her husband and hischildren. The 
divorce was granted,

OMAHA’S BOARD OF TRADE. 


4 Delegation Visits the Oity to Study 
Wheat Inspection. 

This morning a special car containing a 
Gelegation from the Omaha Board of Trade 
arrived in the Union Depot from Chicago. 
The delegation is composed of Euclid Martin, 
President of the Omaha Board of Trade; D. 
H. Wheeler, Vice-President; W. N. Nason, 
Secretary; L. D. Fowler and Frank White. 
The party was met by Secretary Geo. H. Mor- 
gan of the Merchants’ Exchange, and after 
being. escorted to the Southern, where 
accommodations had been secured, 
were taken to the Merchants’ Exchange. 
In reference to. the object of 
their visit Secretary Nason said: ‘‘We have 
just obtained State inspection of grain in 
Nebraska and the establishment of a system 
of grades. This has encouraged us to make 
an attempt to handle the Nebraska wheat in 
Omaha, and we are confident that we can 
succeed. We wish to do nothing hastily, and 
therefore this delegation was sent out to in- 
vestigate the methods of inspection prevail - 
ingin the principal wheat markets of the 
West. We first went to st. Paul and Minne- 
apolis, then to Duluth and next to Chicago. 
From this city we shall go to Kansas City, 
and from there home. When we set out we 
saw no reason why we should send all our 
grain to Chicago to be shipped from that 
point, and since we have visited the princi- 
pal grain markets are convinced of the ac- 
curacy of our belief. Few people, even 
those engaged in the grain trade, 
appreciate the importance of Ne- 
braska as a wheat State. Kansas is 
called the wheat State, and Nebraska the 
corn State, but as a matter of fact during 
the last five years Nebraska has produced 
more wheat than Kansas. Heretofore we 
have had no regular system of grades, 
and this has prevented us from hand- 
ling our own crop. Now, however, 
we have State inspection and regular grades, 
and we would be foolish to allow our wheat 
to go through the State without stopping, 
solely for the benefit of Chicago. We donot 
intend to dothis any longer, but will handle 
our crop at Omaha. We have ample railroad 
facilities, and we need only a larger elevator 
system. There is a splendid chancé for eleva- 
tors in Omaha, and already capitalists are 
preparing to take advantage of it. Most of 
our grain is spring wheat, but there is a con- 
siderable quantity of winter wheat raised. I 
am convinced that Omaha is certain to be- 
come a most important grain market. 

The delegates were received on Change by 
President Bernheimer, and made a thorough 
investigation of the inspection system on 
both sides of the river. The party will leave 
for Kansas City on Sunday night. 

This afternoon, at4 o’clock, the Omaha 
delegation was escortedin carriages to the 
principal points of interest inthe city, by 
President Bernheimer and other members of 
the Merchants’ Exchange. This evening the 
party will participate in the Liederkranz 
steamboat excursion.

DEFIES THE LAW. 


Saloonkeeper Beckman Still Keeps His 
Place Open. 


_ 


TWELVE HUNDRED DOLLARS IN FINES 
NOW STAND AGAINST HIM. 


One of the Executions Stayed by Mayor 
Noonan—An Unusual Defiance of All 
Authority Which Leads to the Suspi- 
cion That the Man Has Promise of Pro- 
tection. 


Martin Beckman, the saloon-keeper on the 
corner of Park and California avenues, still 
continuesto do business in deflance of the 
law, the City Collector, the police and the 
Police Court. Though arrested four times 
and fined $300 each time, and owing the city 
$1,200in penalties, he keeps his doors open 
day and night selling drinks, and the rest. 
dents of the neighborhood have found 
themselves powerless to stop him. Beckman 
opened his saloon about two months ago. 
After putting in his fixtures and a stock of 
liquor he went about the neighborhood with 
a petition soliciting the names of the prop- 
erty owners on the block. The law states 
clearly that a saloon shall not be opened in a 
block unless the person wishing to open the 
saloon secures the written convent of two- 
thirds of the property owners in the dlock. 
It also says the collector shall not 
issue a license to any one without the con- 
sent of the majority of the property owners 
and it is his duty to arrest and punish any- 
one who shall open a saloon in violation of 
this law and prosecute him. There are 
nineteen property owners in the block, on 
which Beckman’s saloon is situated 
and he secured the consent 
of only five of them to open 
the saloon. He evidently did not regard this 
asany bar to obtaining a license, as he was 
ready for business before he had finished can - 
vassing the neighborhood. He asked the 
Collector for a license, but as he could 
not make affidavit that two-thirds of 
the property-owners had given their 
consent, the Collector refused to issue the 
license, as he ts answerable on his bond. 
Beckman, with the assurance of a privileged 
character, opened his saloon notwithstand- 
ing, and not untilthe property owners and 
residents of the neighborhood rose up 
in their wrath and demanded dis 
arrest was anything done to him. He was 
was arrested, gave bond and when his case 
was called Mr. Griesedieck, the lawyer, se- 
cured a continuance. His case was again 
called and, as he made no defense, 
he was fined $5,000. Mr. Griesedieck 
secured a stay of execution and 
saw Mayor Noonan. A request was made to 
have the fine remitted, but the howls of in- 

tgnation on the part of the injured citizens 
was so loud the Mayor would onty consent to 
stay the execution thirty days, to give Beck- 
man time to get the consent of the property 
owners and secure a license.

This he could not do, but he continued to 
sell drinks all the while. Again the citizens 
complained, and Beckman was arrested 
three times. Instead of closing the 
saloon and putting an end to 
the nuisance, the police allowed Beckman 
to give bond after each arrest and go back to 
his saloon to sell drinks. Every glass of beer 
or liquor sold over the bar while Beckman is 
without a license and the consent of the 
property owners isa direct violation of the 
law. The citizens claim that when a dis- 
turbance is going on in the streets the 
police do not arrest the disturbers only to re- 
lease them again to raise a further disturb- 
ance, but that they put an end to the matter 
at once and make arrests as often as the place 
is disturbed. They have repeatedly 
asked to have this rule applied in 
Beckman’s case, as he does not seem 
to care for arrests, fines, protests, or com- 
plaints and sells liquor in the midst of a col- 
ony of pretty homes and a quiet neighbor- 
hood, The residents all feel deeply 
outraged at the treatment they are receiving 
at the hands of this man who seems to be un- 
dersome powerful protection which pre- 
vents the law being Visited upon him as it 
should, 

UNCERTAIN ABOUT THE LAW. 

It is the duty of the City Marshal to collect 
allfines imposed by the Police Court. The 
Chief Clerk of the Marshal’s office was asked 
this morning why the fine of $300 imposed 
June 16 and three fines of $800 were not col- 
lected. 

The first fine was stayed for thirty days by 
the Mayor and wecan do nothing until the 
time expires. A saloon-keeper has ten days 
tofilea motion for appeal, and we will do 
nothing with the fines tmposed yesterday 
until the ten days are up,’’

Does not the law provide that a saloon 
shall be closed after the keeper has been 
fined, pending the disposal of his case?’’

From this it would appear that as long as 
Beckman can keep his case in court and hig 
fines stayed or remitted by the Mayor he 
can continue in the saloon business regard 
less of the license law, the consent ofthe 
people and in the face of all laws.

With the mod- 
ern ship it is doubtful whether anything 
short ofa shot from a mammoth naval gun 
or a stroke amidships from the ram of an 
ironclad could cause foundering,’’ 


THE MISSOURI WOOL CLIP. 


, will not only be unusually heavy 
this year, but the quality will be very much 
improved. Within the past three or four 
years there has been a great improvement in 
the breed of sheep found on our Missouri 
farms, and the result is now beginning to be 
very plainly apparent in much heavier 
fleeces. There was a strange blindness 
onthe part of many to the capabilities 
of some of the most rugged portions of the 
Ozarks as pasturing ground, and even after 
it was found that sections supposed to be al- 
most worthless were excellent for sheep, it 
was the general belief that the finer grades 
of wool would not be raised because high- 
grade sheep were not hardy enough to stand 
the exposure incident to wintering without 
expensive shedding. Experience has shown 
that this fear was not well founded, and now 
many farmers are of the belief that shedding 
is a positive disadvantage, and that the finest 
sheep do better without it. High-grade 
merino sheep have been introduced, and 
within the last two years the average weight 
of the fleeces in the section of country with 
which I am familiar has increased at least 
two pounds and will increase to even greater 
extent.

SURGICAL MARVELS 


A Remarkale Piece of Joiner's“ Work 
ona Woman's Arm. 


BROKEN BONE HELDIN PLACE WITH 
‘STEEL PLATE AND SCREWS. 


The Pieces Reunite and the Metal Sup- 


geon, and Dr. J. William White, assisted by 
several others, have successfully performed 
a most remarkable operation on a woman's 
arm, fractured for two years anda half. The 
case is remarkable and the appliances which 
succeeded are still moreso, for although 
famous surgeons performed the last opera- 
tion, it was a bit of carpentery in which 
screws and screw driver were indispensable 
and that, too, for the first time in the his- 


tory of surgery. 

Three years ago Miss Harper, then is years 
old, left home for a Boston boarding-school. 
All went well until about December, 188, 
when she fell into an elevator shaft, 
a distance of, fifty feet. She was 
unconscious several hours, and it was ascer- 
tained that her right arm had strack a pro- 
jecting eross-beam, and that she had sus- 
tained a compound fracture of the upper 
third of the right humerus about two inches 
from the shoulder. Her back was also s0 
badly injured that she was unable to walk 
for several months. The fracture was a bad 
one, and completely prevented the use of the 
right arm. The ragged edges of the broken 
bone protruded through the skin and the 
wound was an ugly one requiring hourly 
dressing. The fracture was set, but two 
months elapsed before the external wound 

FAILED TO REUNITE. 

A month later the surgeons found that the 
Droken bone had not reunited and operated 
for the second time, but unsuccessfully, and 
from that time until the following August 
when the external wound healed, pieces of 
bone were discharged. The young girl was 
disconsolate and her general health suffered 
from the long illness. Friends urged her to 
have her arm amputated, fearing lest the 
long term of suffering might prove disas- 
trous toher constitution. Butshe refused. 


She hf@ been fond of outdoor sports, her 


family were wealthy and the idea of losing 
her arm was something terrible to her 
mind. 80 she consented toa third operation 
a year and five months after the accident. 
This time the surgeons wired the ends of the 
broken bones together and put the arm ina 
plaster of paris dressing, But twelve weeks 
from that time there had been no union of the 
done. 

Miss Harper called Dr. White and Dr. A8 
new and the former operated for the fourth 
time in November, 1890. The patient was 
etherized. On cutting through the tissue Dr. 
White found the ends of the bone in conical 
shape and greatly wasted away. Moreover, 
the wire had pulled out of one end, but re- 
mained sticking through the other. The sur- 
ons sawed off the ends of the bone ob- 
liguely and placed them close to each 
other. Then a hole was drilled through the 
end pieces and they were fastened together 
by a single steel pin. The wound was dressed 
on the eleventh day after the operation and 
all expected successful results. Some five 
weeks later the wound had closed, but Dr. 
White found that the troublesome fracture 
was as bad as ever 

STEEL-PLATING THE BONE. 

Then did Miss Harper’s relatives insist that 
she have the arm amputated. She still re- 
fused and on March Bot this year lay again 
ina private operating room of the Univer- 
sity Hospital. About the table stood Dr. 
White, Dr. Agnew, Dr. Edward Martin, Dr. 
W. R. Hunter and several surgical nurses. 
Carefully Dr. White cut through the arm 
untila wound was made some five inches 
iojg- Then while Drs. Martin and Hunter 
held the wound open, Dr. Agnew and Dr. 
White drilled two holes through each end of 
the fractured bone. That done they sawed 
the end obliquely and Dr. Martin and Dr. 
Hunter pulled them together until they rested 

another. While 

Drs. Agnew 

over them 

a steel plate 2 inches long, u inch wide and 
1-16 of an inch thick through which four holes 
were drilled. A long strong steel screw was 
then inserted by Dr. Agnew and, using an 
screw-driver, Dr. White screwed it 

through the plate and into the bone. Another 
screw followed until four had been placed 
thus and the steel plate was fastened to the 
bone, holding the two pieces firmly together. 
The wound was then drained and dressed as 
required. When Miss recovered con- 
sciousness in her room at the Hospital, she 
found the heads of four screws projecting in 
full sight out of her uam and between them 
a queer steel object which Dr. White said 
was the handle of the plate. 
The pattent recovered strength rapidly and 
atthe end of three weeks the screws had 
loosened and were removed by Dr. White. 
Mot long afterwards the wound was cut 
and the plate waslifted. So confident 

the success of this latter operation was 
Dr. White that a fortnight ago he salled for 
Europe leaving his patient inthe charge of

CAN’T GET RESULTS, 


The South Side Park to Close Out the 
Pool-Rooms. 


A NUMBER OF JOCKEYS INJURED ON D- 
FERENT TRACKS. 


Kelly’s Men Again Succumb to the Browns 
—Other Base Ball Games—Racing at Chi- 
cago, Sheepshead Bay and Other Tracks 
—Bill Barnes Retires From Business— 
General Sporting News. 


The management of the new South Side 

Park, which commences its meeting to-day, 

declare that they will not permit the pool - 

rooms to get the results of their races if they 
can by any means prevent them from doing 
so. Under the new pool law, pools may be 
sold only on races held within the State, and 
there is no discrimination made between sell- 
ing pools on the tracks where the races are 
held, and at pool-rooms or other places. The 
only races now going on within the State are 
at the South Side Park and at Kansas Oity, 

and the pool-rooms anywhere within the 

State can sell pools on these races, but on no 
others. Ofcourse it is to the interest of the 
owners of the tracks to prevent the pool- 
rooms from getting the results of their races, 
so that any person who wishes to speculate 
on them will be forced to go the tracks to do 
so. The management of the South Side Track 
realizes this and intends to prevent the pool- 
‘rooms reaping any profit from their meeting, 
if it is in their power to do so. Of course the 
rooms would rather sell on the big meetings, 
such as Sheepshead Bay and Washington 
Park, but as they are cut off from those they 
will probably be glad to sell on the South 
Side Park and Kansas City races, and there 
may be an interesting fight between the track 
management and the room-owners over the 


matter.

Yesterday was a bad one for jockeys, horses 
falling on three different tracks with their 
riders. At Kansas City four jockeys were in 
an accident which occurred in the first race, 
and all of them Were more or less hurt. Van 
S. fell at the first turn, his jockey, Ed Drain, 
going down with him. The horse was ina 
bunch at the time and T. W., ridden by Ezell; 
Little Sister, ridden by Taylor, and Rocket, 
ridden by Van Dusen, all fell over the pros- 
trate horse, and the four horses and four 
boys were laid out on the track. Drain and 
Kzell were picked up unconscious, and for 
awhile it was believed that the latter was 
dead. They were carried from the track and 
it was found that one of Ezell’s fingers was 
broken and his face badly cut. Drain was 
cut about the head but no bones were broken. 
Itis not Known to what extent the boys are 
injured internally. Taylor and Van Du- 
sen were only slightly bruised and the 
former afterward rode. The accident 
at the Washington Park track, Chicago, also 
occurred in the first race, and it almost cost 
Britton, one of the best jockeys on the West- 
ern circuit, his life. He attempted to go 
through a bunch of horses with Miss Dixie, 
on whom he had the mount, but in the mid- 
die of the lot the filly fell and threw 
Britton against the inside fence, his head 
striking the topofit. He was picked up un- 
conscious, Atfirstit was believed that the 
boy ’s skull was fractured and that he could 
not recover. Amore thorough examination 

at the hospital to which he 
showed that there were 
broken, and it is 
now thought that the boy will come around 
allright. He is jockey for Scoggan Bros. 
The other accident occurred at Sheepshead 
Bay in the third race, andthe jockey thrown 
was no less a personage than the great col- 
ored rider, Isaac Hamilton. He attempted to 
get through next the rail, with Port Chester, 
the favorite, but got pocketed, and before he 
could drop back with the horse, Port Chester 
got his legs crossed and fell, turning a com- 
plete somersauit. Acry of horror went up 
from the crowd, and everybody thought the 
rider was killed, butina moment he scamp- 
ered off the track unhurt, Heclaimeda foul

Barnes acquired a half interest in the 
concern and it was principally due 
to his efforts that the product of the firm ac- 
quired its present widespread reputation for 
Old Pepper whisky, sold in every fashionable 
bar in the land. For the past few years the 
profits of the distillery have amounted to 
$70,000 a year, but Mr. Barnes and Mr. Pepper 
could not agree, the liberal, generous policy 
of the former not suiting the latter, whois 
very close and economical. Mr. Barnes is 
said to have received a very large 
price for his interest in the dis- 
tillery business, and he took in part 
payment Mr. Pepper’s stud, consisting of 
two stallions, thirty eight brood mares and 
fifteen foals and the only business the 
wealthy and popular Kentucky benedict will 
hereafter attend to will be to exercise a gen- 
eral supervision over this breeding estab- 
ment.

ARMY HEADQUARTERS. 


A MOVEMENT ON FOOT TO REMOVE THEM 
FROM Sr. LOUIS. a 


Anomalous Condition of the Organization 
ofthe Army, and Plans for an Altera- 
tion—Wovement to Transfer Depart- 
ment Headquarters to Chicago. 


There has been a good deal oftalk in army 
circles in Washington in reference toa re- 
arrangement ofthe military divisions that 
may result in the removal of the headquar- 
ters of the Department of the Missouri from 
St. Louls. The condition of the army as re- 
gards the various commands has been anom- 
alous ever since the death cf Gen. Philip 
H. Sheridan. The country is divided into 
three divisions, the Atlantic, the Pacific and 
the Missouri, one for each of the Major- 
Generals and six departments, one for each 
of the brigadiers of the line. The command 
of all was vested in the Generalof the army, 
with headquarters at Washington. 

‘ A FAULTY ARRANGEMENT. 

Since the death of Sheridan there has been 
neither General nor Lieutenant-General. The 
senior Major-General, John M, Schofield, was 
withdrawn from the command of his division 
and stationed at Washington and asa result 
there was one division with no officer of 
proper rank to command it. A numberof 
changes and rearrangements were made in 
order to obviate this difficulty, but none have 
proved satisfactory. The great Division of 
the Missouri, including the Departments 
of Dakota, the Platte, the r 
and Texas, was curtailed by tha 
removal of the two last named departments, 
which report direct to Washington and be- 
long to no division. The. absence of a Major- 
General was supplied by the appointment of 
a Brigadier - General to command the Division 
of the Pacific, consisting of the Departments 
of Arizona, California and the Columbia, and 
the latter department was left without a 
commander. The Department of the Missouri 
was cut down by the transferof the im- 
portant district of New Mexico to the Depart- 
mentof Arizona, and the headquarters were 
removed from Ft. Leavenworth to St. 
Louls. Recently it became necessary to 
transfer Gen. Ruger from the Department 
of Dakota to the command of the Division of 
the Pacific, and thus the most important de- 

partmentin the army was left without a 
head. 
SCHOFIELD’S AMBITION. 

Such is the condition of affairs at the pres- 
ent time, and the authorities of the War Of- 
fice in Washington are racking their brains 
to devise some scheme by which this incon- 
venient arrangement may be altered. Three 
plans have been presented. The first con- 
templates the recreation of the rank of Lieu - 
tenant-General and the appointment of an- 
other Major-General, If this should be done 
there would be no difficulty met with, 
as the arrangement that has lasted 
ever since the close ofthe war would pre- 
vall. The friends of Gen. Schofleld have 
strongly advocated this course, ashe would, 
in all probabilities as the ranking officer of 
tilt army, receive the promotion, But con- 
gressional action is necessary tocarry this 
scheme into effect, and so much opposition 
made itself manifest in Congress to Scho- 
field’s promotion, that little hope is enter- 
tained of this action being taken. 

CHICAGO AND 8T. LOUIS. 

Under these circumstances the plan that 
meets with most favor ts the entire aboiltion 
of the division system, and the reduction of 
all divisions to the rank of depart- 
ments. If this is done St. 
Louis may lose the headquarters. 
Gen. Miles is known to desire to remain in 
Chicago, and ifthe Division of the Missouri 
should be abolished the only command that 
he can conveniently take would be that of the 
Department of the Missouri. In this case 
Gen. Merritt would be transferred to St. Paul 
to command the Department of Dakota, and 
the headquarters of this department would 
be removed to Chicago. Although this plan 
meets with much favor at Washington there 
are objections to it which, itis believed, will 
prevent its adoption. In the first place 
it is not considered to de at 
all likely that an officer 
ofthe well-known ambition and energy of 
Nelson A. Miles would consent to give up the 
command of so important a department as 
that of Dakota, in which nearly all the In- 
dians likely to give trouble are located, in ex- 
change for the Missour!, in which no trouble 
is likely to occur, which has recenti been 
stripped. of a great part of its troops, and in 
which there are only five posts ofany im- 
portance. Inthe second place their are de- 
cided military objections to the commanding 
general being so remote from the troops un- 
der his command as Mues would 
be with headquarters at Chicago. 
The fact that he may desire 
to have charge ofthe School of Application 
at Fort Leavenworth and the Cavairy School 
at Fort Riley is the only reason that is con- 
sidered likely to influence him, 

OTHER PLANS ADVOCATED. 

But the general impression is that he would 
prefer to command the Department of Da- 
kota, with the State of Michigan attached to 
it. In that case the headquarters of the De- 
partment of the Missouri would remain here, 
Another plan contemplates the attachment. 
of the Department of the Columbia to that of 
California, to be commanded by a Brigadier 


General, and the abolition of the Division } 


of the Pacific. Should this be done 
no disturbance in command would be 
necessary east of the mountains, the com- 
mander of the Department of the Columbia 
being transferred to st. Paul. No action has 
yet been taken, but it is believed that as soon 
as the Cabinet reassembles and transacts the 
most important business brought before it, 
that some rearrangement will be made.
